When the white man does steal he goes the 
whole hog and takes all he can get, but the 
negro steals little things. That is the difference. 

Westmoreland said that if Governor Sieph- 
ens Lad lived until now he would have par- 
dened about half the convicts. Bat Colonel 
Tewers thought the doctor was mistaken and

His labor 
is more certain and reliable. Colonel Towers 
says they have slackened up incrime and don't 
patronize the chaingang quite as liberally as 
they did a year or two ago. The country dar- 
kies are behaving very well. The chaingang 
has to rely on the citics now. There are 
154 from Savannah, 1095 from At- 
Janta, 56 from Columbus, 53 from Macon, 
and thirty-seven from Augusta. Augusta makes 
a good showing for her colored population. At- 
lanta makes the worst according to population. 
Deugherty Huichius says it looks like every 
trifling, no-‘count darky runs to Atlanta. 
Dougherty is the old reliable barber, the At- 
Janta pioneer. Ue has been there about forty 
years and was always faithful. I used to play 
with him when I wasa boy. When Dougherty 
dies he ought to have a monument pat 
over his grave for his good example. He says 
he thought he would get ahead a little and lay 
up something, so that he could qnit work and 
rest; but these trifling, lazy niggers won’t let 
him. They quarter on him, and live off of 
him, and frolic eround. Well, that is another 
trait aboutthe negro—he will divide—he never 
turne a fellow-darky from his door. He is not 
going to bunt him up to feed him, but he wen’t 
refute him. Jn fact he will hide out his sup- 
plies if he can, and resort to strategy. I have 
krown one to ask another for a chaw 
of tobacco when he himself had a whole plug in 
his pocket.

Many distinguished 
ph ysicilansofonr own country, now .dead, have

Having for many years, in my travels through 
this section of the country, noticed the almost en- 
tire absence of consumption among the people, I 
addressed letters toa large number of physicians 
practicing in the district, asking them to report to 
me the number of cases of consumption coming to 
their knowledge during the previous years. I re- 
ceived replics from twenty engaged in active prac- 
tice, and representing a population of fifty thou- 
sand, eight hundred end eighty-seven. Phe total 
number of cases reported was-three. I have no 
reason to doubt the honesty ef this report. A 
climate in which the disease so rarely oceurs is 
certainly worthy of a trial by those who have it.

I strolied into Mayor Hopkins’s office and found 
him quite ready to talx up his city. 

The office, by the way, is elegantly appointed, 
decorated handsomely and filled with easy chairs 
and sofas for the reception of gnests.

THE MICHELL HOUSE AND THE PINEY WOODS HOTELS

It is contended further, that 
even after tiding over in this way, about $230,- 
000 of taxes are not paid each year. Another 
point made ig that for several 
years past, money has been 
received into the treasury from sources othdr - 
than taxes, That reesived for the’ sale of the 
Macon and Brunswick railroad is an int tance. 
At present there is no such source from which 
money may be received. Unless, therefore, the 
rate of taxation is increased the state’ eannot 
meet its obligations as they become due. It is 
also urged that the increase in the rate of taxa- 
tion will eventually prevent the necessity of 
drawing upon the school fund,'and will relieve 
the treasurer from resorting to any similar ex- 
pedient. 

It should be remembered that the foregoing 
fignres are estimated. “The actual figures can- 
not be obtained until the taxes are paid. 

A CoNSTITUTION reporter sought Captain W. 

V. Gordon, chairman of the finance committee, 
yesterday, and requested him to explain the 
necessity for the increase in the rate. 

‘The rate for 1886,” he said, “was 3 50-100 
mills. For 1887, the finance committee pro- 
poses to increase it to 935 100 «nills.” Should 
this be done, it will be se divided that 2 2 80-100 
will be levied for general purposes, 85-100 for 
the hew ‘apitot, and 30-100 to 
provide a sinking fund for the 
redemption of bonds not yet matured. For 
l+26 the rate for general purposes was three 
mills, so that you will see the committee pro- 
roses to Tessen it for that purpose in 1887. The 
law requires the new capitel to be finished by 
the first of January, it was originally 
intended that the capitol should be finished in 
six years from the passage of the bill providing 
for its erection. The bill wasdelayed one year. 
Now in order to allow the capitol to be finished 
en the first of January, 1589, $257,000 must be 
appropriated in I857. It will require 85-100 ofa 
mill taxation to re alize that suma The consti- 
tution, article 7, section 14, paragraph 1, re- 
quires that “The general assembly shall raise, 
by taxation, each year, in addition to the sum 
required to pay the public expenses and interest 
on the public debt, the sum of one hundred 
thousand dollars, which shall be 
held as oa sinking fund, to. pay 
off and retire the bonds of the atate which have 
not- yet matured, and shall be applied toe no 
other purpose whatever. This fund must be 
raised next year; and to do ita tax of 30-100 of 
a mill must be levied. These calculations have 
been made afteran exhaustive review of the 
whole subject. There is nosort eof doubt but 
that a rate of 3 95-100 mills is absolutely re- 
quired.” 

lt will be observed thatthe rate of 2 50-100 
mills for genéral purposes will lessen taxes for 
eccunty purposes, since such. taxes are based 
upon that rate. 

Mr. Clay of Cobb, Mr. Arnhheim, of Dough- 

ertv, and Mr. Berner, of Monroe, are disposetl 
to oppose increasing the rate. ‘They are not 
satisfied that a rate of 350-100 miils will be suf- 
ficient to meet thé state’s obligations, but they 
lean to that epinion. They are engaged in 
making calculations in order to settle the ques- 
tion definitely. Should they be convinced 
that the proposed rate of 395-100 mills is ton 
yreat, they will oppose 1 it.

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That is the ‘‘American Oil Trust company,’’ 
which controls the cottonseed oil mills of 
the south. In the history of this company, 
‘printed’ elsewhere, it will be seen that 
$3,000,000 worth of: mill property |is . capi- 
talized at $35,000,000 and is selling »on a 
basis of $21,000,000. This vast margin of 
profit goes into the pocket of northern specu- 
lators. _ 
\ When this monopoly is firmly established, 
it can dictate to the farmer the price of 
cotton seed. Even under competition the 
price of seed has been low . endugh. 
The influence of monopoly has already 
marked it down from $12 to $8 a ton. The 
farmer now gets $24 for the three tons of 
seed it takes to make.one ton of cottonseed 
meal, and is charged $18 for the ton of nieal 
which he returns to his soil. This margin 
of $6 on three tons of seed will hardly pay 
for hauling the seed to market and hauling 
the meal back to the farm. In the mean- 
time the mills take $30 worth of crude oil 
out of the three tons of seed, for which they 
pay the farmer only $6 net. 
Frankly, we see no way to stop the march 
of this monopoly. Corporated capital pre- 
vails over individual efforts. The price of 
seed will doubtless be worked lower in spite 
of the fact that under old prices the mills 
were enormously profitable. The farmer 
must be cut deeper, however, to pay divi- 
dends on the $30,000,000 of extra stock 
issued on ¢he $3,000,000 worth of mill prop- 
erty. The farmers will continue to sell the 
seed at whatever they can get. The trouble 
is, they will be unable to buy back the | 
cottonseed meal with which to restore the 
fertility of their lands. This will be shipped 
to England, where it brings good prices, 
and southern farms,*stripped of their best 
and cheapest fertilizer for a mere pittance, 
will grow poorer and poorer. The ‘‘Amer- 
ican Oil Trust company”’ is a_bad break for 
the south, and about the best thing the 
southern farmer can do is to put his cotton 
seed back on his land for a season or two. 
The price will then go up to decent figures. 


The Knights and the Anarchists. 

The trouble with the Knights of Labor is 
that a few active, pertinent members can 
commit the whole order to sentiments from 
which the vast majority of the members 
would dissent with horror. 

A notable example of this is furnished in 
the action of the Chicago assemblies on the 
condemned anarchists. When Spies and his 
fellow assassins sowed murder in the streets 
of Chicago, the Knights of Labor from one 
end of the country to the other denounced 
the dastardly crime as it deserved. There 
was but one sentiment, in store, shop or of- 
fice—that of righteous and amazed indigna- 
tion. 

Last week less than 400 knights met in 
Chicago and passed resolutions which; com- 
mit the 60,000 Chicago knights to an indorse- 
ment of Spies and his gang. This indorse- 
ment cannot be defended by any honest 
man. The action of the anarchists in Chi- 
cago was deliberate and hideous murder. It 
was planned sneekingly and in %cold blood 
by villains who deny God, who denounce 
law, and whose open and professed purpose 
is to overturn government and substitute 
anarchy; by wretches who war on society, . 
property, churches, religion, the marriage 
relation and everything that honest men and 
women hold dear. The crime with which 
they are charged was proven, months after it 
was committed, before an accepted jury, by 
testimony that could not be shaken. 

It will not do for the handful of knights 
who hide anarchical sentiments beneath the 
garb of honest labor, to say that the convic- 
tion of the assassins was ‘‘an outrage on free 
speech.’? Everybody remembers what:abso- 
lute freedom of speech was allowed Spies, 
Parsons and their associates up to the very 
moment the bomb was thrown. They'were 
permitted to stand up and openly threaten 
the authorities-with dynamite and destruc- 
tion. They howled, blasphemed, denounced 
and raged with impunity, until the murder- 
ous bomb was thrown into the ranks of the 
people. Then the law took them in hand 
and will twist their miserable necks. Neither 
the Knights of Labor or any other honest 
organization can afford to excuse their 
crime, palliate their guilt or seek to avert 
their righteous punishment, and hope in this 
effort to escape the condemnation of! good 
people every where and of all classes.

The Proposed Tax Levy. :

Mr. Gordon states that it will be 
necessary to levy a tax for the coming year 
of three and ninety-five hundredths of one 
per cent, or practically four mills. This 
levy will cover the whole state budget, in- 
cluding the appropriation for the capitol 
and a hundred thousand dollars for the sink- 
ing fund, It is an advance of less than 
half a mill, and it appears to us as @ nec- 
essary advance. Mr. Gordon is one of the 
ablest financiers that ever headed a house 
committee.

He is backed by an unusually 
strong committee, which, we understahd, is 
practically unanimous in recommending the 
advance tax. The treasurer holds the same

Strange Talk from # Millionaire, | 

Mr. Pierre Lorillard, the well kndwa 
millionaire, has an article on the labor prob- 
lem in the current number of the’ North 
American. Review. Mr. Lorillard, wheels 
into line with the laborers, and 6 % 
remedy for the evils growing out of the greed. 
and aggression of capital. . 

It is a strange thing to see a capitalist 
waging war against his own class. Mr. Lor- 
illard goes almost to the extreme limit. He 
goes far enough to make it apparent that he 
is a moderate socialist. 

Our millionaire reformer is in favor of a 
national labor congress, corresponding to the 
federal congress, to. be chosen by trade dele- 
gates, and to sit one month in the year. He 
would have an advisory board of seven 
judges, a sort of supreme court, to decide 
all laber questions. He would have the 
canals, railways, postal and telegraph sys- 
tems owned by the national government, for 
the use of all at a toll barely sufficient to 
pay running expenses. He proposes a legacy 
tax of ten per cent on all fortunes greater 
than $200,000, in order to reduce taxes and 
prevent the concentration of wealth in a few 
families. 

Of course these are remarkable remedies, 
but their chief interest lies in the fact that 
they are suggested by a man who has hereto- 
fore been classed among the bloated capital- 
ists. All these plans may be fanciful and up 
in the air, but they show that some of our 
rich men are earnestly considering the great 
problem of the age, and that they are will- 
ing to uncomplainingly bear, the obligations 
which riches carry with them. 


The American Exhibition in London. 
From time to time we have had occasion 
to speak in these columns of the American 
exhibition to be held in London next year. 
€olonel Thomas P. Stovall, the commissioner 
from Georgia, has been indefatigable in his 
endeavors to excite public interest in the 
enterprise, and his efforts have met with en- 
couraging success. 
Augusta and other cities in the state are 
making arrangements to display their in- 
dustries, products and commercial advan- 
tages at the London exhibition, and it is 
probable that a meeting of our business men 
will soon be called to determine whether or 
not Atlanta shall embrace this opportunity 
of placing herself properly before the world 
as a commercial and manufacturing center. 
It is proposed to exhibit a complete collec 
tion of our manufactures and the products 
of the soil and the mine, with a vicw to se- 
curing direct trade with Europe and finally 
to quicken the flow of foreign capital and 
immigration for the further development of 
our natural wealth and resources. 
Unfortunately, we can have no regular 
state exhibit. The provisions of our consti- 
tution stand in the way of the appropriation 
of money for such an object, and whatever 
may be done must be done by communities 
and individuals. It is believed that arrange- 
ments can be made for our exhibit at com- 
paratively a small-outlay, but thig.is a 
matter of detail to be considered at. the 
proper time. 2 
When the matter comes before them, our 
business: men will doubtless consider it in 
the liberal and enterprising spirit which has 
always been their crowning characteristic. 


The State Road Lease. 

A correspondent asks us to give him, as 
fully as possible, the profits or loss of the State 
road lease to the lessees. 

The original lessees made money out of the 
lease. There were twenty-five shares which 
cost nothing. Shortly after the lease was or- 
ganized, $40,000 of income bonds were issued to 
each share. It was intended that these bonds 
should take the place ofdividends. The inter- 
est, eight per cent,,should be paid on them an- 
nually, and they should be retired, so many 
every year. Besides the interest on the 
income bonds and the sinking fund for 
the retirement of the bonds, : each 
shareholder has drawn two cash dividends of 
$5,000 each. “Six years ago the Lontisville and 
Nashville road and the Georgia Central road 
were fighting- for control of the lease, The 
original lessees sold out at about $65,000 a share. 
So each shareholder whe held. until that time 
received $40,000 income bonds, $10,000 cash divi- 
dends and $65,000 for his share. To this must 
be added eight per cent interest on his income 
bonds as long as he held them. Some of them 
are still out, but all will be retired next-year. 
It is fair to say that each share in the 
lease paid $125,000 to the original 
shareholders who held until all sold out. 

The road has paid no dividends to the pres- 
ent shareholders, and will not payany The 
Georgia Central and the Louisville and Nash- 
ville paid over one million dollars for their 
shares. The Georgia Central shares; it is un- 
derstood, have gone into the Moses Taylor es- 
tate. The Louisville and Nashville still holds 

its shares. It is said the road is not making 
more than enough money now to pay the in- 
terest onits outstanding income bonds, and 
provide sufficient sinking fund to retire these 
bonds withthe expiration of the lease. The 
men who paid $65,000 a share for the lease six 
years ago, have been out the interest on their 
money for six years, with three years yet to 
run. The shares are now worth nothing. 

The only possible recoupment for the present 
shareholders is the claim for betterments against 
the state. This claim is undefined. There is 
about $100,000 for taxes for the part of the road 
in‘Tennessee, which, it is said, will be repaid. 
Of course, the state will pay for what engines 
and cars have been added to the equipment, 
but there will be a fight over the 
claim for improvement in bridges, 
depots and track, The purchase 
of the shares was a bad investment all around, 
for they did not even buy control of the road. 
The lease law provided that the original share- 
holders should yote to the end of their lease. 
Their proxies are not transferable, so that in 
buying the lease shares, the purchasers simply 
bought a bad investment. These facts we get 
from a source that we deem reliable, though it 
is not official. 1

rior court of Richmond county convicted of the

CARP IN A CAR. 


Agents of the United States Fish Commis- 
sion Visit Atlanta. 


One of the distributing cars of the United 
States fish commission arrived in the city Friday 
night. It was side-tracked near the union passenger 
depot, where it will remain until Tuesday. 

A CONSTITUTION reporter visited the car yesterday 
afternoon. He found Mr. Newton Simmons in 
charge, assisted by Mr. Richard Dana and Mr. R. T. 
Warwick. These gentlemen are cultivated and 
courteous, and willingly gave the information the 
reporter was in search of. 

The car is the first built for the use of the commis- 
sion. It is the property of the government. It is 
conveniently arranged for its purpose, containing 
‘apartments for fish and also sleeping apartments, an 
office and a kitchen. ' 

When the car left Washington it had on board 
10,550 young carp. The first stopping place was 
Columbia, 8. C. Thence it came to Atlanta. From 
this city it will proceed to Alabama and Florida, 
returning to Washington in about a week. The fish 
are not for indiscriminate distribution, but are for 
parties who have applied for them through their 
congressmen.

AMONG THE CANNIBALS. 


Strange Adventures of Rey. James Chal- 
mers in New Guinea, 
From the Pa!) Mall Gazette, 

Rev. Sarmmes Chalmers has given the Pall Mall 
Gazette a most amusing account of some recent ex- 
pericuce among the cannibalsjof New Guinea, for it 
seems that cannibals and non-canpibals are sand- 
wiched together very indiscriminately. Mr. Chal- 
mers paid a visit to a very prosperousrace of these 
gentlemen at Bald-head Point, which isthe center 
of tfe sage producing country. It is: also abundant- 
lyjsupplied with pigs, and a few miles up the river 
are kangaroos and cassowaries, Since the days. of 
ficlen of Troy 2 woman has ever been & cauga belli 
there. Asit was in Troy, soit wasin New Guinea. 
A woman is generally the cause of the intertribal 
conflicts which are ever raging. This, perhaps, is 
owing to the extraordinary marriage laws of the 
people, 

It is supyosed that the custom of cannibalism 
was imported from some of the neighboring islands. 
The legend goes that some sixty years ago, after a 
Ccttain battle, a chief, out of bravado, cut a portion 
out of another chief who was slain, threw it into 
the pot and ate it. When the burying party came 
and asked for the dead body; he said, scoffingly: “1 
have eaten it.” This joke led to reprisals, and the 
custem spread to the mainland. However that 
may be, ‘long pig’’ isa favorite ‘plat’ in a sinie 
menu. “I found,” said Mr. Chalmers, “these cun- 
n. bls of Bald?-head Point are the most agreea)le 
f. lows in the world. We got on remarkably 
weil.” 
ile hen you are not afraid of being put into the pot 
yourself ?”’ 

“Not a bitofit. I went sofarasto ask them if 
they had such intentions. {The chief, with a smite 
(net a hungry one}, said that they did notcare for 
white man. They had tried him, but he was lot 
good, Of covrse, they might prefer white man to 
no man at all; but asa matter of fact, ‘long pig’ 
orgies are few and far between. They are like plum 
pudding at Christmas—very good onec a year. 

‘Thése Camiibuls are really a file set of mon, 
beth intelleetually and physically superior to many 
of ihe coast tribes. Tivir housesand temples are 
very remarkable structures, I was allowed to visit 
one of the temples, and a very remarkable place it 
was. jt was here thet the saturnalias of human 
ficeh are conducted. When 
bodies ‘are taken, they are taken into the tem- 
ple one by one. At the end of the temple is 
« derk rcecss, and into this each body is taken. 
After tke obsequies the body is dragged out into 
the open, the he adis earefully: chopped off, and 
the body is cut up into pieces and thrown into the 
pot fer dinner, The flesh onthe skull is then very 
eurefully taken off until the’ skull is clean, The 
hideous tro; hy is handedover to a skilled artificer, 
who-earyes and paintsit. Itisthen hung up on a 
peg in the temple. It happened-that these skulls 
had been taken down for their annual dusting, or 
I should not have been able to make such a close 
inspection of the skulleries.’” 

Mr. Chalmers reckons that the New Guinea mis- 
s'onaries have abont 4,000 natives under their in- 
fluence, of whom 350 are Christians. These num- 
bers are spread over 50 stations, which extend for 
§ me hundreds of miles along the southeastern 
coast. Sometimes in a whaleboat; sometimes 
afqot, ofien alone, this brave and undannted mun 
tisits his little settlements. It is his strict rule 
never to carry firearms, and to this fact he undeubt- 
edly owes much of his great influence over the 
natives. “lam not,” says he, ‘one of those who 
believe that savages. yoarn fox the gospel The 
qo spel ofthe New Guinean is red. beads, tobacco, 
t mehawks aid hoopiton. When 1 find myself 
amone astrenge tribe I pullout my pipe, have a 
smoke, and make friewds.

America is & great country for inventionsand 
disvoverics, Thousands upon thousands of new 
tings come to light every year; thousands 
upon thousands o° them disappear to be. soon 
and heard of no more. Some of the 
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Attanta, Ga., December, 2.--[Special cor- 
respondence.}] — Almost every body has 
heard of Captain, © Seett’s coon, but 
who has heard of Captain Seett? The coon 
has become famous, while the, man who mado 
the coon “come. down’—Caplain Scott—is 
almost unknown. 

He was really one of the most remarkable of 

mén, With a curious and adventurous history. 
It is strange that-so capable @ man should have 
gone down to history, appended, so to speak, to 
a coon’s tail. “Fo begii with let's have the 
coon story. 
This story was first printed in a country pa- 
per of New York state about 18410. At that 
time: the coon’had cénsiderable politieal signiti- 
tance, and the story. may. have been, fold as a 
political anecdote. The tale is 2s follows: 

Captain Mastin Scott, who wasa farmer and 
a noted rifle shot, wag eubin the woods one 
day with a party of friends hunting. They 
were scattered through the weods, each one 
hunting separately. One of the party at 
length came upon a ragcooa that was sitting in 
one of the highest branchés of a very tall tree, 
Hic fired at hima and migsed: One by one the 
rest of the party came np and. tried their hand, 
each missing the distant eaon, who grow sauci- 
eras they proceeded. Atlength Captain Scott 
arrived ond wasintheact of pulling trigger, 
when the coon logked. slyly around the limb, 
and.said: 

“Who ar 

“Tam Scott. 

“What Seati?? 

“T um Ceptain Seott.’ 

“aie you Captain Martin Scott? 
, then,” said 
“vou need nat

Martin: Seott was 
A bear made its ap-

fiocks. ‘The people organized 
Young Scott, knowing 
that his (ther would not let bim take part in 

he hant, ionded upan old smeeth bere gun, 
crawled out ef the heuse before daylight, 
and went on his own hook to hunt the 
bear, It was nearly night when he came open 
the bear, lying apparently asleep just before 
him. Heraised the gun to his shoulder, tired, 
and fortunately reac hed the vitals of the beast 
and killed him insiantiy. When he reached 
the tavern the hunters were all relating their 
experience. He announced that he had killed 
the bear and agreed to show them where it 
was. When tdrey found the bear they con- 
structed a litter to carry him to town, and 
mounted Martin on top of the bear. As they 
passed his father’s house, the old man called 
him down, but unlike the coon, the youngster 
would not come, and the triumphant crowd told 
his father that he had killed the bear. 

From his carlicst days, Captain Scott was a 
remarkably fine shot. His fame ran over sevy- 
eral counties. One day while he was plough- 
ing in the fieid, a letter was handed him, He 
stopped his horse; opened the letter, and found 
that it inclosed him a commission as ensign in 
the United States army. To the day of his 
death he nevet- knew how this commission 
came to be tendered him. He never applied 
for it and never 
it. He accey ted it, however, 
and soon became famous throughont the entire 
army as the best shotof his day. Here are 
some stories about his shooting told upen the 
authority of Colonel R. B. Marcy, of the United 
States army. In the presence otf his company, 
an ace of clubs was tacked uponatree. Cup- 
tain Scott measured seventy-live yards from 
the tree, and took his-position. With .a. muz- 
zle loading squirrel rifle he proposed to seo 
how quick he eeuld lead and fire three times. 
He began, and in one minute and twenty sec- 
onds had loaded and fired three shots at the 
¢ard, This was quick werk, forging him to 
take a drop-sight and fire instantaneously. 
Colgnel. Marcy went to - examine _ the 
target, and found one _ hole exactly 
in the center, He remarked, however, 
that the other two shcts had missed the tree 
entirely. Captain Scott smiled, called for an 
axe, dugintothe trec,and found ths three 
balls emnbedded in a single hole. Colonel Mar- 
cy says he has seen officers who vouch for hay- 
ing seen Captain Scott co this; he would take 
two potatoes, throw thi m into the air success- 
ively, ard puta pistol ball through both of 
them as they crossed in the air, one going up, 
and one coming pee n, 

Naturally this was the sort ofa man that a 
fellow wont not li ike to fight a duel with, and 
yet ke had agreatmany. His first duel was 
under pe ealinr, circumstances. He wasstationed 
on the frontier at the wilitary post of Council 
Bluff. The army officers were then, aa they 
are not now, fond of a social glass and addic ted 
to card playing. They considered a 
ma who abstained entirely from the 
hi = indulgences,as lacking in the proper esprit. 
Captain Seott never drank a glass of liquor 
in his life, and never played a game of cards, 
and while he was liberal in his intercourse with 
his brother officers, was exceedingly parsimo- 
nious in his own personal expenses. The offi- 
cers of the post teok umbtage at this, and grad- 
ually withdrew from all intercourse with him, 
until he was put in coventry by all, save two 
or three of his most intimate associates. He 
submitted for along time to the insults and 
emall slights, and then held a council of war 
with his three friends to determine what had 
best be done, They informed him that only 
two alternatives we re e lott him. One was to 
throw up his commission, the other was to 
cHallenge the first man who insulted him, He 
promptly announced that he chose the latter 
course and his determipation became known 
throughont the post.. His skillas a marksman, 
aud his undoubted nerve protected him for a 
good while, no one caring to provoke an en- 
counter with him. At length, however, an 
officer from a neighboring post, who was a cele- 
brated shot; and had brought down his man in 
some half dozen duels s,came tothe postona 
visit. Captain Scott’s.angular habits soon gave 
him provecation, and he put a deliberate insult 
on him. The affair occurred at the mess table, 

Captain Seott left the room,and immediately 
eentachallenge. Th telling about the duel 
afterwards, Captain Scott sajd that he went to 
the ground considerably agitated. It was his 
first duel, and. being utterly oppesed te the 
practice he had determined to throw awa y his 
fire. While the seconds were measuring the 
ground, and the principals with their friends 
were grouped near each other, he accidentally 

overheard his antagonist say that he had a 
very disagreeable job on hand that 
morning, viz: The shooting of a .“d—d 
yankee.” This raised Captain Scott's indigna- 
tion, and he determjned that instead of throw- 
ing his fire away, he would put his ball where 
it would do some good, Whe " the word was 
given the two fired together. Captain. Scott re- 
ceived a slight flesh wound, and sent a ball 
whizzing through his opponent’s lungs, It is 
mentioned as a curious fact, that this shot saved 
the man’s life, He had consumption before the 
duel, and recovered afterwards—it being. said 
that the wound he received stopped the cotrse 
of the disense. It is not stated, however, that 
this remedy has become popular, 

Captain Scott came very near lsaving 
duel on the most ri- 
dirulous grounds. He was ® great sportas- 
mpnand a strict stickler for all technicalities of 
sporting lore, He would fly into a passion at 
hearjng any one calla line of geese a flock of 
geese, or a covey of quails a brood of quails, On 
one occasion he organized a grand hunt. The 
game was jack rabbits. A great many visiting 
officers with a number of ladi s were present, 
and Captain Seott had taken great pride in 
having the hunt guuducted on the atrictest 
principles. He rehearsed the howfe officers, 
and hud instructed them. that when a rabhit 
ran fm cover they should all give the “view, 
hallea, tally-ho,” Among the, officers wae a 
Captain B., who waa an inveterate practical 
joker, The hounds were loosed and taken into 
the brash. The cover was soon crackling with 
music. Every man was at hia post in tiptoe 
anxiety to catch the first glim “heh the expect. 
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Vhow.” The ridiculous cry was taken up by 


the-othets, and the whole field hearst into un" 


eontrollable laughter. Captain Scott was great- 
hy outraged, and it took all that the friends of 
the parties could do to prevent his calling tho 
practical ?oker out. 

Captain Scott had a dog named Mark, a cross 
between setter and pointer, that was famous 
throughout thearmy. For example, while sit- 
ting in his tent at the fort, he would say to the 
dog: “Mark, I want you to go over to the 
island, ascertain if there are any woodcock 
there and come back and tell me.” 

The dog would ingtantly go to the river, 
swim to the island and, haying hunted itover, 
return, and if he had found birds would run up 
to his master, then to the gun, wag his tail and 
make it perfectly apparent that be had beem 
succeasful, 
dog to get the canoeready. Mark would there- 
upon take the cushion in bis motth,; take it to 
the canoe and place it on. the seat, return for 
the paddies, take them to the canoe and then 


coe back and signify to Captain Scott that: 


everything was. ready, 

Another dog, Turk, whipped Mark sevoral 
times, and had him hacked... One day Mack 
saw Turk eating a very tempting bone. He 
was afraid to teke possessign by assault, and 
going outside of the fort setup a furious bark - 
ing. ‘ All the dogs in the fort ran out, Turk 
included, when. Mark slipped bagk quietly, 
ecized the prize, and took it to his hid- 
ing place, He was a. doe of  excursive 

habits at night, and when ho spent a 
night away from heme he was conrpelled 
by hismaster to stand upon his hind feet, with 
his fore paws resting against the wall, and take 
a found whipping. On one instance, having 
been out all night on what must have heen an 
unusel debauch, he returned next morning 
with the most dejected and penitent air. His 
master Icoked at him but did not say a word. 
Mark penitently went to the wall, got inte pe- 
sition for his licking, and turning around with 
tearful eyes, looked at Captain Scott, as much 
as tosay “lam ready,’ 

After he had been in the west for a number 
of years, and had accumniated considerable 
money, he went back to visit his people in Ben- 
nipgton. He bad left them a peor boy, and re- 
turned rich and‘Tamous. He had two remark- 
able fine horses, and a neg 


ro boy named Jack 
for whom he had paid five dollars a pound, and 
whom he afterwards freed. The captain on 
bis return home was seated in a beautiful new 
gig, drawn by his Su prt rb white horse, followed 
by Jack in livery as an _ _ outrider, 

his thoronghbred “Danii,” with twenty 
or thirty full blooded dogs of various breeds 
bringing ep the rear. He created considerable 
excitement. He bought a farm for his brothers, 
stocked it finely and made them deeds to it all. 
Shortly afterwards he was called to service in 
the Mexican war, and was killed while leading 
oe owns in the sanguinary battle of Molino 
de! Rey

a long time over what he had said, yet there 
occurred to we no thought of regret that I had 
so plainly spoken to him.

Story ofan Encounter Witha Cobrain the 
Village of Halarad. 

When one reads of the great number of peo- 
ple who come to their deaths each year in 1 § 
dia from serpents and wild animals aud croco- 
diles, the figures can hardly be credited by one 
who has not visited that country. India is 
the paradise of all that is savage,’ revengeful, 
venomons, and sly, beginning with the thug 
and ending with the flea. The climate and 
topegraphy of the country favor the wild beast 
n ore than man. It is the natural home of 
every species of reptile—of many species of 
carnivora—of almost every poisonous insect 
which can be named. The offer of large re- 

vnrds for the killing of poisonous serpents has 
pe tens of thousands of dollars from the 
cofiers of the goverument without decreasing 
the number of deaths by snake bites by one. 
The tiger, leopard, jaguar, panther, and other 
fierce creatures have been thinned off by the 
natural settling of the various provinces, but 
one has only to goa few miles from the rail- 
road lines to find them today asthey were 
found twenty years ago. It will forever be a 
combat between man and beast in that coun- 
try, with the odds in favor of the beast. 

In making my way from Penjab to Lahore,in 
the cays before ‘the railroad, having the com- 
pany of two American sportsmen and a British 
oflicer. J] was bitten on the cheek by soms poi- 
sonous insect which dashed at me as we Were 
riding in the shade. It struck me like a flash, 
and was off before I could raise my hand. Be- 
ing new to the country, 1 supposed it to be 
some insect cominon to the woods, but it was 
scarcely three minutes before I began to suffer 
great pain, and in five had to dismount. The 
uatives were agreed that the bite came from a 


jungle hornet, and that I would be a sufferer 


for some days. Fortunately for me, we were 
close to the outskirts of a village called Hala- 
rad, and when I could no longer stand on my 
feet, which was about seven minutes after bsing 
bitten, I was carried into the village and a na- 
tive doctor set to work on me. I was then ray- 
ing with pain, and my face was swelled until I 
could not see, It was four days before the pain 
left me, and ten before I had recovered suffi- 
cient strength to ride. In this interval occurred 
the adventure I] set out to relate. 

On the fifth or sixth day after my misfor- 
tune, a hammock was slung for me out doors 
under a tree, and a native sat at its roots to ad- 
minister to my wants. He held the end of ny 
ham mock cord io his hand, and once in a while 
gave iia pulland kept me slowly swinging.

The balmy air and the motion of the ham- 
mock would haye induced sleep bad I not siept 
thirteen hours out of the preceding twenty- 
four. I was quiet, but wakeful. In the course 
of Lalf an hour the hammock ceased to move, 
and leawthat the servaut below was fast 
caleep. Almost at the same moment lI caught 
a flash of something at the edge of the jungle, 
nod ihen I noticed a movementof the grass. 
I was sportsman enough to comprehend that 
sone animal or reptile was moving toward 

¢, but I had no enthuslasm--not even com- 
mon cnriesity. I traced the progress of the 
unknown creature by the motion of the 
grasa, but did not speculate as to what 
tt was. The country is overrun with 
bares, field rats and other small and 
harmless animals, and the fact that something 
Was moving in the grasa would net have been 
considered by the natives as worth inveatigat- 
ing.
